We have an operation too small 
for computer set-ups and too large for hand 
operations which we now have. 


And this year we were blessed with a 
family of 11 German Shepherd pups by our 
pair of dogs, Mitzie and Fritzie. There is 
nothing like 11 pups to break the monotony 
and keep the COMMON SENSE family busy 
until homes were found for all. Mitzie and 
Fritzie are guard dogs and protection of our 
premises is an absolute necessity. 

Then there are setbacks due to sickness, 
weather, machine breakdowns, and even out- 
side accidents. Members of our staff were 
recently involved in three accidents within 
one week. At present, due to this, we are 
entirely without an office car. 

Considering the state of the world and 
national mess, plus our own endless problems, 
we wonder if there is any justification for 
COMMON SENSE staying in business (if 
indeed we should even think of staying in 
business at this late date) unless we intend 
to FIGHT TO WIN.
